Senators' Prerogative, Not Issue of' 
,

Antagonizing President, Gained 
Support for Senator Reed’s 
Strong Opposition. 


Washington, Jan. 7.—The senate in 


executive session yesterday refused 
to confirm the nomination of Judge 
Ewing C. Bland for 
United 
States 
marshal at Kansas City. 
Bland was 
appointed 
in 
recess 
by 
President 
Wilson. 


It the president follows the course 
set down iii the case of Postmaster 
Collins, of Kansas City, and John D. 
Lynn, district attorney for the W est­ 
ern district of New York, who also 
failed of confirmation, 
Bland 
will i 
continue to bold office until the end ! 
of the present congress, at least. 
As 
in 
the 
Collins case. Senator ; 
Reed scored a victory over the White j 
House 
when 
the 
senate rejected 
Bland. 
No record vote was taken, 
but speeches protesting a continuance 
of the patronage row are said to hav( 
been made behind the closed doors 
by Senators Stone, 
Williams 
arni 
Thomas, all democrats. 
Senator O’Gorman, of N ew York. 
whose recommendations, like Senator 
Reed’s, have been ignored, is under­ 
stood to have insisted that the sena­ 
torial prerogative be respected. 
The turning down of Bland did not 
cause any surprise in administration 
circles. 
It was expected. 
Bland re­ 
signed the elective position of judge 
of tho municipal court of Kansas City 
j to accept the presidential appoint- 
* ment. 


While he is classed as a Folk man. 
bis uncle, Ewing 
Y. 
Mitchell, 
of 
Springfield, has been classed as one 
of Reed’s chief political lieutenants. 
Mitchell fought Stone in all of his 
campaigns, however, just as enthu­ 
siastically as lie supported Reed. 
Bland came to 
Washington 
and 
held a long conference with Reed, but 
failed to induce the senator to alter 
his determination. 
'Fho supporters of Reed on the dem­ 
ocratic side were not gained on the 
personal issue of 
antagonizing 
the 
president, but on the broader ground 
of standing by a provision ot the con­ 
stitution which throws doubt upon the 
right cf the president to fill in recess 
vacancies that occurred 
while 
the 
senate was in session. 
Bland’s case 
presented this question. 
Here is the provision of the consti­ 
tution around which 
the 
patronage 
controversy is now raging: 
“The president shall have power to 
fill all vacancies that 
may 
happen 
liming a recess of the 
senate 
by 
granting commissions which shall ex­ 
pire at the end of their next session.” 
Senator Recd and Senator O’Gor­ 
man both insisted in the debate to- 
tay that a vacancy “happens” when 
it occurs, and that means when the 
term of an incumbent expires, or he 
is removed by death, resignation or 
executive act. 
In the Bland case the* term of Jive 
former United Stares marshal expir­ 
ed in February, 1913. 
The 
senate 
was in session at the time and re­ 
mained in session until October 26 
191*1. 
The president did not till the 
vacancy until 
live 
latter 
part 
of 
November. 
The 
question 
therefore 
arose whether the nominee might con­ 
tinue to serve until the end of the 
present session of congress.

A balanced ration is “one iii which 
each of the different food material? 
or nutrients is present iii just the 
right proportion and amount to meet 
the needs of the animals,” says bul 
letin 159 of the Illinois agricultural 
experiment station. 
Tests indicated

rations 
yielded a pound of butterfat for each 
17 pounds of total nutrients consumed, 
while 21 pounds were consumed to a 
pound of butterfat when an unbalanced 
ration was fed. The use of the bal 
anced ration thus save four pounds of 
digestible nutrients for each pound oi 
butterfat produced, or a pound and a 
quarter of butterfat was produced by 
the same number of pounds of digest 
ible nutrients iii balanced ration a« 
was required for a pound of butterfat 
when the unbalanced ration was fed.

PASSED NEWLAND TAX LAW 


Estates of Less Than 5,000 Acres Are 
•Exempted. 


Sydney, Jan. 7 —The federal par­ 
liament has passed new land taxes, 
involving an increase of about 50 per 
cent. 
Exemption is granted to es­ 
tates of less than 5,000 acres, and 
the tax is graduated, falling in max 
imum percentage only upon estates 
of more than 75,000 acres. 
In view of the estimated shortage

at ten million bushels.
